The assembly of claim 1 wherein said print media comprises an ultraviolet 

radiated sheet. 

\ Jf\ . The assembly of claim 1 wherein said print media comprises a gamma radiated 
sheet. 

* 42. The assembly of claim 1 wherein said substantial-cut lines extend about 90% 
through the thickness of said print media from a front surface towards a back surface thereof. 
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4o. The assembly of claim 1 wherein said substantial-cut lines include lines cut from 
a top surface of said print media approximately 90% the way through towards a bottom surface 
thereof 

Jw. The assembly of claim 1 wherein said print media is a 10 mil thick card stock 
and said substantial-cut lines extend 9.3 to 9.5 mil through said card stock. 



/vt Yhe assembly of claim 1 wherein said substantial-cut lines extend between 70% 



and 98% of the distance through the thickness of said print media from a front surface towards a 
back surface thereof 

^o. The assembly of claim 1 wherein said substantial cut-lines comprise aligned top 
cut and bottom cut penetration lines leaving only a thin center piece of said print media 
therebetween.

52. The assembly of claim 20 wherein said substantial-cut line extends about 90% 
through the thickness of the print media from a front surface towards a back surface thereof. 

^83. The assembly of claim ^JO wherein said substantial-cut line includes a line cut 
from a top surface of said print media approximately 90% the way through towards a bottom 
surface. 

^4. The assembly of claim wherein said print media is a 10 mil thick card stock 
and said substantial-cut lines extend 9.3 to 9.5 mil through said card stock. 



Jjd. The assembly of claim ft) wherein said substantial-cut line extends between 
70% and 98% of the distance through the thickness of said print media from a front surface 
towards a back surface thereof.

fb. The assembly of claim 20 wherein said substantial cut-line comprises aligned 
top cut and bottom cut penetration lines leaving only a thin center piece of said print media 
therebetween. 



REMARKS 

The Office Action 

In the above-referenced Office Action, claims 1, 5, 1 1-14, 20, 24, and 26 were rejected 
as being indefinite, claims 1-27 were rejected as being unpatentable over Bishop et al and 
claims 1-4, 14-17 and 20-23 were provisionally rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims of the '332 application. In response thereto, 
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
